Gay Marriage Vote Stalls in N.Y. 


Closely divided state 
senate decision may 
rest on 2 Republicans 


Albany, N.Y. 

Gay couples watched anxiously as 
a closely divided New York Senate 
started, then stalled, down the path 
toward a vote on whether to legal- 
ize gay marriage, a pivotal deci- 
sion with national consequences 
that looked more and more like- 
ly to rest in the hands of just two 
Republican Catholics from conser- 
vative upstate areas. 

One, Sen. Stephen Saland of the 
Hudson Valley’s Poughkeepsie, is a 
widely respected veteran legislator 
who authored hundreds of crime 
and education laws. The other cru- 
cial swing vote is rookie Mark Gri- 
santi of Buffalo, one of the young 
breed of Republicans who rode the 
2010 GOP tide in a district where 
even many of the Democrats are 
conservative. 

They are the two clearly unde- 
cided votes among Senate Repub- 
licans who defeated a gay mar- 
riage bill in 2009, but who may get

Mounting Pressure 

The Democrat-led Assembly passed the gay marriage 
legalization bill Wednesday night, and Republicans met 
earlyThursdayto discuss it. But political considerations got in 
the way, and suddenly the bill was linked to a tax cap and rent 
control. Now, a vote may not come until next week, if at all. 

The pressure has been clear this week: Republican Sen. Roy 
McDonald, who flipped to support gay marriage, blurted into reporters’ tape re- 
corders: “Well, [expletive] it; I don’t care what you think,’’ he said of critics, (ap)

Gays and lesbians watching the 
every move of New York lawmak- 
ers are in the midst of a nail-biter. 
It’s a political issue that is deeply 
personal for many New Yorkers 
who are cycling through anxiety, 
excitement and frustration. 

Ron Zacchi of Marriage Equali- 
ty USA came to the state Capitol on 
Wednesday to track the bill — or 
at least try to — as its fate was dis- 
cussed in private. Advocates across 
the country were doing the same 
from a distance as they attempted 
to find out whether New York will 
become the sixth and largest state 
where gay marriage is legal. Social 
media sites buzzed with meeting- 
by-meeting updates. 

“It creates a lot of anxiety while 
you’re waiting to find out if you’ll be 
granted the right that your family, 
friends and even your own parents 
took for granted,” Zacchi said. 

While a few senators have 
teased they could switch sides and 
use the attention to promote their 
own measures, the 67-year-old 
Saland has not tipped his hand and 
has stayed, in his words, “under 
the radar.” (ap)

College Students 
More Confident 


Study says freshmen 
feel more superior 
than past generations 


Chicago 


Among academics who track the 
behavior of young adults and teens, 
there’s a touchy debate: Should the 
word “entitled” be used when talk- 



ing about today’s younger people? 
Are they overconfident? 

Jean Twenge, author of the book 
“Generation Me,” is in the middle 
of the discussion. The San Diego 
State University 
psychology pro- 
fessor has made a 
career out of find- 
ing data that she 
says show that 
college students 
Twenge and others their 

age are more self- 

centered — narcissistic even — 


than past generations. Now she’s 
turned up data showing that they 
also feel more superior about them- 
selves than their elders did when 
they were young. 

That study was recently pub- 
lished online in the British jour- 
nal Self and Identity 

“There are some advantages and 
some disadvantages to self-esteem, 
so having some degree of confidence 
is often a good thing,” says Twenge. 
But as she sees it, there’s a growing 
disconnect between self-perception 
and reality. “It’s not just confidence. 
It’s overconfidence.” 


Self-Confidence 101 

In the study on confident young 
adults, Jean Twenge and her col- 
leagues found that a growing per- 
centage of incoming college fresh- 
men rated themselves as “above 
average" in several categories com- 
pared with college freshmen who 
were surveyed in the 1960s. When 
it came to social self-confidence, 
about half of the freshmen ques- 
tioned in 2009 said they were above 
average, compared to less than a 
third in 1966. Meanwhile, 60 percent 
in 2009 rated their intellectual self- 
confidence as above average, com- 
pared with 39 percent in 1966. (ap) 


And that, she says, can pose 
problems, in relationships and the 
workplace — though others argue 
that it’s not so easy to generalize. 

“If you actually look at the data, 
you can’t just condense it into a 
sound bite. It’s more nuanced than 
that,” says John Pryor, director of 
UCLA’s Cooperative Institutional 
Research program, which produces 
an annual national survey of hun- 
dreds of thousands of college fresh- 
man, on which Twenge based her 
latest study, martha irvine (ap)

Washington 

Three of the nation’s largest Inter- 
net service providers are cooperat- 
ing with a new National Security 
Agency program to sift through the 
traffic of major defense contractors 
with the goal of blocking cyberat- 
tacks by foreign adversaries, defense 
and industry officials say. 

The novel program, which 
began last month on a voluntary, 
trial basis, relies on sophisticat- 
ed NSA data sets to identify mali- 
cious programs slipped into the 
vast stream of Internet data flow- 
ing to the nation’s largest defense 
firms. Such attacks, including one 
last month against Bethesda-based 
Lockheed Martin, are nearly con- 


stant as rival nations and terror- 
ist groups seek access to U.S. mil- 
itary secrets. 

“We hope the ... cyberpilot can 
be the beginning of something 
bigger,” Deputy Defense Secretary 
William J. Lynn III said at a glob- 
al security conference in Paris on 
Thursday. “It could serve as a model 
that can be transported to other 
critical infrastructure sectors.” 

The prospect of an NSA role in 
the monitoring of Internet traffic 
already had raised concerns among 
privacy activists, and Lynn’s sug- 
gestion that the program might be 
extended beyond the work of defense 
contractors threatened to raise

Insurgents welcome

Cairo 

Osama bin Laden’s longtime depu- 
ty Ayman al-Zawahri, a fiery ideo- 
logue who is known for his deep 
hatred of the West and who helped 
plan the 9/11 attacks, has taken con- 
trol of al-Qaeda after the death last 
month of the terror network’s found- 
er, the group said Thursday. 

Al-Zawahri has been credited 
with bringing tactical and orga- 
nizational cunning to al-Qaeda, 
which has found itself increasingly 
decentralized and prone to inter- 
nal disputes following its expul- 
sion from Afghanistan after the 
2001 U.S. invasion. 

Al-Zawahri pledged earlier this 


said that some al-Qaeda members 
find al-Zawahri to be a controlling 
micromanager who lacks bin Lad- 
en’s populist appeal. 

Because of that, U.S. intelligence 
will watch for signs al-Zawahri is 
a leader in name only, with affili- 
ates branching out even more on 
their own, said U.S. officials in 
Washington. 

Zawahri also faces challenges 
in promoting al- Qaeda’s agenda of 
a religiously led state spanning the 
Muslim world after finding itself 
sidelined in the wake of popular 
revolts driven by aspirations for 
Western-style democracy. 

The Pakistani Taliban welcomed 
the appointment of al-Zawahri as 
the new al-Qaeda chief 

“We share the same path with 
al-Qaeda. We are allies,” Pakistani 
Taliban spokesman Ahsanullah 
Ahsan said by telephone, (ap)

Almost 150 people required hos- 
pital treatment and close to 100 
were arrested after rioters swept 
through downtown Vancouver 
after the Canucks’ 4-0 loss to 
the Boston Bruins in the decisive 
Game 7 of the Stanley Cup finals. 

Police Chief Jim Chu said offi- 
cers identified some in the crowd as 
the same people who smashed win- 
dows and caused trouble through 
the same streets during the 2010 
Winter Olympics. 

“These were people who came 
equipped with masks, goggles 
and gasoline,” he said. “They had 
a plan.” 

Mayor Gregor Robertson said 
“organized hoodlums bent on 
creating chaos” incited the riot. 
A local business leader estimat- 
ed more than 50 businesses were 
damaged.

Super-Famished 
Black Hole 

Astronomers think they have 
solved the mystery of an extraordi- 
nary flash in a faraway galaxy, say- 
ing it came from a black hole that 
devoured a star that wandered too 
close. The energy released by the 
feeding frenzy was first detected 
March 28.

It Hits the Spots 

I don't own a car, but I still care deeply about 
parking — or, rather, the ability of the people 
I mooch rides from to find it. So I think my 
chauffeurs will be pleased to hear about the 
Parker app by Streetline (free, for iPhone and 
Android, although the latter version is a bit buggy). 


It has some valuable functions for 
anyone who gets behind the wheel, 
including a timer that reminds you 
when your meter’s about to expire 
and the option to pinpoint where you 
left your car so you can find it with 
GPS. In a multilevel garage? Follow 
the prompts and snap a photo of the 
floor number. 

But for Washingtonians, the 
extra selling point is that Streetline’s 


partnered up with Metro to make it 
easier to ditch your ride at a station. 
Parker’s packed with info on every 
Metro lot and garage in D.C., Mary- 
land and Virginia, so you’ll know 
what to expect in terms of hours, 
rates and payment methods. 

Most niftily, for the Fort Totten 
station, the app can access data from 
a Metro pilot program that’s using 
sensors embedded in the pavement 



to monitor real-time availability in 
the “Kiss & Ride” lot. I just checked 
right now and can tell you that there 
are four spaces open. 

Maybe that doesn’t seem like 
helpful information, but these 
sensors could wind up in more 
lots and garages to help commut- 
ers plan their journeys on the fly. 
“If they find out one station is full, 
they can bypass it,” 
says Kelly Schwa- 
ger. Streetline’s vice 
president of commu- 
nications. 

This is the first 
time the company 
has used its tech- 
nology for transit 
purposes. But it’s already in other 
urban areas, including Los Angeles 
and San Francisco. Say you’re look- 
ing for a spot in Holl3Awood, where 
the streets are lined with sensors. 
You simply search the screen for a 
block with available spots and drive 
straight there, potentially saving the 
time and gas normally wasted cir- 
cling the neighborhood. 

The other pilot program in our 
region is at the University of Mary- 
land, which is Streetline’s first 
campus site. In addition to park- 
ing space info, UMd. is using the 
sensors in safety zones as a way 
to notify authorities when people 
are parked there illegally. Through 
the app, you can also keep track of 
which electric vehicle charging sta- 
tions are in use. 

Cities may soon be able to rely 
on this information to determine 
smarter meter pricing, regulate 
traffic patterns and shift munici- 
pal workers based on which areas 
are booming at various points in 
the day, Schwager explains. All of 
that sounds pretty useful to me, 
even if I’m not driving.

Smithsonian to Show

Metro Launches Info Campaign 


System wants to keep 
riders up to speed on 
maintenance projects 

Washington 

Tired of broken Metro escalators? 
Bothered by constant rail work and 
other inconveniences? 

Metro officials on Thursday 
unveiled a new information cam- 
paign aimed at keeping abreast 
of an ongoing effort to rebuild the 
35-year-old transit system. 

The goal is to help commuters 
understand that inconveniences 
they’re encountering now should 


pay off later with an improved rail 
system. Metro says it’s investing 
more than $5 billion over the next 
six years in more than 100 projects, 
including renovating 12 Metro rail 
stations; replacing 100 Metrobuses 
and rehabilitating 100 more; pur- 
chasing new police radios; and fix- 
ing up three bus garages. 

Metro says it’s relying on social 
networks and a redesigned homep- 
age, Metroopensdoors.com, to 
spread the word about the ongo- 
ing capital campaign. There will 
also be a Facebook page and Twit- 
ter feed as part of the campaign, 
dubbed “Metro Forward.” 

The information push will be

rolled out throughout the sum- 
mer, starting with a five-fact pre- 
sentation that includes tidbits such 


as how many miles of rail — 60 — 
are being replaced. A special sec- 
tion on the website acknowledg- 
es a problem that has bedeviled 
Metro customers recentiy: Roughly 
150 escalators at 25 stations are in 
the lengthy process of being either 
replaced or overhauled. 

“Over 100 new projects provide 
you with a better ride, better sys- 
tem and better experience,” Metro’s 
general manager and chief execu- 
tive, Richard Sarles, said. 

The campaign was announced as 
part of Thursday’s National Dump 
the Pump Day, which encourages 
travelers to use public transit instead 
of their cars to save money, (ap)

Weiner Felled by Scandal 


N.Y. Democrat yields 
to pressure to resign 
in wake of ‘personal 
mistakes’ made online 


New York 

Seared by scandal, New York Rep. Antho- 
ny Weiner announced his resignation from 
Congress on Thursday, done in by lewd 
photos he took of himself, sent to women 
online and then adamantly lied about after 
being caught. 

Democratic Party leaders, concerned that 
Weiner could weigh the party down in the 
2012 elections, welcomed the announce- 
ment after days spent trying to coax, push 
and finally coerce the wayward 46 -year- 
old into quitting. Known as brash, liberal 
and ambitious, Weiner had run for mayor 
of New York in 2005 and had been expect- 
ed to do so again. He was in his seventh 
term in Congress. 

At an appearance in Brooklyn that drew 
hecklers and supporters, Weiner, no lon- 
ger defiant and combative, apologized “for 
the personal mistakes I have made and the 
embarrassment I have caused,” particular- 
ly to his wife, Huma Abedin. 

Pregnant with the couple’s first child, 
she was absent as she had been 10 days ago 
when Weiner first admitted sending inap- 
propriate messages and photos to women 
online — after earlier denying emphatical- 
ly he had done so. 

His eventual confession triggered a tab- 
loid-style frenzy in print and online that only 
grew more pronounced a few days later when 
an X-rated photo surfaced on a website. 

In his brief farewell appearance, Wein- 
er said he initially hoped the controver- 
sy would fade but then realized “the dis- 
traction that I have created has made that 
impossible.” 

That conclusion echoed party officials 
who had become worried that the intense 
public focus on Weiner — and the Republi- 
can political rhetoric sure to follow — would 
complicate their campaign efforts in 2012. 

“Congressman Weiner exercised poor 
judgment in his actions and poor judg- 
ment in his reaction to the revelations,”

Weiner made his announcement at the 
same senior citizen center in Brooklyn where 
he announced his candidacy for the New 
York city council in 1992. 

He declined to answer questions, leav- 
ing unaddressed whether he envisioned his 
resignation as the end of a once-promising 
political career — or merely a painful pause 
of uncertain duration. 

“Now I’ll be looking for other ways to 
contribute my talents so that we live up to 
that most New York and American of ide- 
als,” he said. 

Nor did he explain his presence in New 
York, several days after issuing a state- 
ment that said he was seeking treatment. 
Other Democrats said he had left the city 
to do so. 

He had succeeded his mentor. Sen. Chuck 
Schumer, who vacated the seat to run for the 
Senate. Schumer was one of a small number 
of prominent Democratic leaders who did 
not call for Weiner’s resignation. 

Weiner’s departure marks the end of a 
bizarre period born of his misuse of such 
social media as Twitter and Facebook. 

Weiner served on the New York City 
Council from 1992 until his election to the 
House in 1998. His district includes parts 
of Queens and Brooklyn. New York Gov. 
Andrew Cuomo has the authority to call a 
special election to fill the seat once the con- 
gressman submits his resignation, (ap)

got the whole package now.” 

Donald is the fourth player 
to hold the top spot in the last 12 
months, a revolving door made pos- 
sible by Tiger Woods’ personal prob- 
lems and injuries. He vaulted ahead 
of Lee Westwood two weeks ago by 
beating his countryman in a playoff 
at the BMW PGA Championship in 
England, achieving a milestone he 
first seriously — and perhaps over- 
zealously — considered a possibili- 
ty about five years ago. 

“It probably wasn’t the right 
mind-set, in a way,” Donald said. “I 
pressed too hard and didn’t let things 
happen and got upset at myself when 
things weren’t perfect.” 

There are two ways to look at 
Donald’s rise. He has a remarkable 
run of top-10 finishes in 15 of his last 
16 events, including stroke play and 
match play tournaments on both 
the U.S. and European tours. Does 
this count as a string of success or a 
series of lost opportunities? 

“Well, certainly, if you’re not in 
contention, you don’t have a chance 
to win,” Donald said. “That’s the 
first goal, is to get in contention and 
have that chance. And I’ve obvi- 
ously done a great job of that. Cer- 
tainly, I could look back and think 
that I could have turned a couple 
of those seconds into victories, for 
sure. But, overall, it’s been a very

Hole 18 

PAR 4 • 523 YARDS 

Considered by many to be one 
of the great finishing holes in 
the country, the 18th will make 
or break at least a few players' 
chances this weekend. The fairway 
has been narrowed slightly for the 
U.S. Cpen, but no other alterations 
were made. There was no logisti- 
cal way to add length, because the 
hole would end up in the middle of 
Persimmon Tree Road.

This and the 18th hole are expected 
to be the toughest par 4s at Con- 
gressional this weekend.

The creek could be a deciding fac- 
tor on the course — Tiger Woods 
even found himself in the hazard 
while hosting the AT&T National. 

The green itself will be another chal- 
lenge. It’s extremely narrow, and 
depending on where the ball is po- 
sitioned, some in the field may find 
themselves shooting toward a pond 
featuring a hanging lie. This isn't a 
hole for the faint of heart. 


Hole 10 

PAR 3 • 218 YARDS 

Cne of the signature holes at Con- 
gressional, the 10th is almost its 
shortest. The giant water hazard is 
a problem for the run-of-the-mill 
golfer, but the pros should have little 
trouble clearing it to reach the green. 
The short distance is made more dif- 
ficult because the hole plays downhill, 
which means finesse is in high de- 
mand. If the pin is on the right side of 
the green, this hole will become more 
daunting because that will force the 
players to aim near the bunker and 
the water.

It’s said that the best political movements 
grow out of the worst conditions — but 
can we say the same for fashion? Because, 
suddenly, in an era of foreclosures, pink 
slips and bonkers weather patterns, 
we’re looking backward on the runway, 
whiplashing to 1970s disco dresses or full- 
skirted satin frocks from the “Grease” era. 


The country’s bad times — and our hankering 
for glam, retro fashions at good prices — 
mean new vintage boutiques seem to be 
sprouting on every corner, particularly on 
U Street. “People are coming back around to 
how individual vintage is, not to mention how 
high the quality can be,” says Uesa Robinson, 
who runs the cultishly popular Uesa Goods 
Vintage by appointment out of her charming 
Capitol Hill rowhouse. 

Street style blogs trumpeting the Church 
of Mix-and-Mismatch also remind us that 
wearing bygone styles doesn’t have to mean 
looking like an extra from “Mad Men.” So does 
First Fashionista Michelle Obama, who rocks 
vintage broochs and an occasional ball gown. 

Or, maybe it’s just that, in a land of cookie- 
cutter chain stores and J. Crew ubiquity, “you 
shop vintage to be surprised,” says longtime 
Adams Morgan dealer Mercedes Bien. “It’s a 
way to step it up a bit and be creative.” 

Yes, you can still sometimes score 1950s 
beaded cardis and 1980s prom dresses at 
thrift stores. And maybe you’ve heard about 
places called Etsy and eBay. But a surefire 
way to rewind in style is to head to a local 
vintage boutique. So, here’s our guide to how 
to take a fashion nostalgia trip around D.C.

Film Review 

Of the available green heroes, the 
Incredible Hulk, Kermit the Frog 
or even A1 Gore seems more likely 
to carry a movie than Green Lan- 
tern. But the third-string DC Com- 
ics character has nonetheless been 
selected to hold the super-being turf 
at the world’s megaplexes for a few 
weeks. And while “Green Lantern” 
is capable of doing that, it’s neither 
amusing nor exciting enough to 
ensure a long-running franchise. 

Though based on a 2004-05 
update of the 1940s hero, the film’s 
premise remains musty: Earth’s 
Lantern is one of thousands of 
intergalactic cops who wear magic 
rings that draw their juice from “the 
emerald energy of willpower.”

Jim Carrey revisits

Film Review 

There’s a reason Mr. Popper gets top 
billing over the penguins in “Mr. 
Popper’s Penguins.” (It could just 
as easily, and just as alliteratively, 
have been called “The Penguins of 
Mr. Popper,” after all.) It isn’t mere- 
ly the fact that that’s how authors 
Richard and Florence Atwater titled 
their 1938 book, on which the movie 
is very, very loosely based. 

It’s because Jim Carrey, as the tit- 
ular Thomas Popper, steals the show 
from his avian co-stars, a flock of 
CGI penguins who are strenuously 
adorable in the way that only CGI 
penguins can be. 

Carrey, who is something of a 
CGI peacock himself, is the best 
thing about the film, which should 
delight young audiences even as it 
diverts their adult handlers. The 
movie is the very dictionary defi- 
nition of “cute” (which, as a formal 
classification, places it just above

“not bad” yet somewhat south of 
“hilarious”). The laughs — many 
of which have to do with a chron- 
ically flatulent penguin named 
Stinky; the production of plenti- 
ful amounts of penguin poop; and 
a character named Pippi (Ophelia 
Lovibond), whose entire dialogue 
revolves around words beginning 
with the letter P — come at frequent 
and reliable intervals. 

Carrey is responsible for most 


of them. But then again, he’s also 
something of an acquired taste. 

Playing a slick Manhattan real 
estate developer who reluctantly 
comes into possession of six Gentoo 
penguins, the actor uses his gift for 
physical comedy and funny voices to 
propel this gentle comedy forward 
toward its sweet if slightly familiar 
message about the importance of 
family over career advancement. 

A divorced dad who shares cus- 


tody of his kids with his ex-wife 
(Carla Gugino), Popper decides to 
keep the penguins only after his son 
(Maxwell Perry Cotton) and daugh- 
ter (Madeline Carroll) beg him not 
to send them back. Grown-ups will 
see where this is going. 

But before it gets there, what 
follows is a series of misadventures 
involving penguins’ need for cold 
temperatures — with Popper essen-
